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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6/1 7/201 0 was filed 
after the mailing date of the notice of allowance on 3/1 7/201 0. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

After reviewing the remarks made by the Applicant in response to the non-final 
office action the Examiner finds the remarks to be persuasive. The combination of cited 
references Murakami et al (US 6,973,015), Morioka et al (US 2001/0046198), Yntema et al 
(US 7,263,201) and Hirofumi (JP 2002123983) do not teach or suggest the features of claim 1 
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and 13 or the newly added features. None teaches "a non-data area comprising second 
information relating to the visually discernable watermark, wherein at least a portion of 
the second information is visually discernable on the computer readable memory 
medium in the non-data area without a device to discern the second information 

The first and the second information together forming the visually discernable 
watermark, wherein the visually discernable watermark is visually discernable on the 
computer readable memory medium without a device discerning the visually discernable 
watermark" 

No other found prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests the combination of claimed 
elements. The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an 
obviousness rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
